The>e arguments apply of course in some degree 
to all businesses which operate the country over and 
they relute with clear and compelling force the cur­ 
rent demand by labor for industry-wide adjustment 
of pay scales. 
I! Mr. Lewis or any other union leader 
In sists that every section of the nation pay the .same 
wages hr*either invites a certain strike or takes a step 
toward the destruction of a part of an industry upon 
rn filch so many of his followers depend for their liveli­ 
hood. 
Lewis, while committed to the principle of indus­ 
try-wide bargaining on mast matters, will appreciate 
the reasoning behind the position of the .southern 
operators if he is wise 
The nation will tolerate no 
nt w* strikes at this point in its recovery program. 


BHI To Equalize Taxes 
On Income Faces Obstacle 


A method of remedying an inexcusable Inequity 
l« proposed in a bill introduced in Congress. 
The bill, 
bv Representative Dough ton, North Carolina Demo­ 
crat, would apply the community property provision, 
row* existing in nine states, to the entire nation. 
In 
California.

Oklahoma. Idaho, New Mexico, Arizona. Nevada and 
the territory of Hawaii, husbands and wives may file 
apparat# returns even though only one of them earns 
tr y income. 
A- a result, they get lower income tax 
rates. 
A family, for example, with $4,000 net income in 
l re45 paid $40 less in community property states than 
hi any of the other of the 38 states. 
A family with 
SIO .OOO net income paid $440. or 17 per cent, less in 
community property states 
A family with net in ­ 
come of $100,000 paid $13,680, or 20 per cent, less. 
The effect is that residents of 38 states pay high­ 
er taxes than residents of nine states and a territory. 
While Congress is reducing income taxes, it should also 
equalize them. 
The eflect of the Doughton bill would be to make 
•I! states community property states for income tax 
purposes. 
It would achieve a general reduction in 
rate* benefiting the lower income brackets least. But 
Representative Knutson’s tax bill, which benefits the 
lowest brackets most, has been criticized by the leftists 
for not socking the rich enough. 
Hence the Dough­ 
ton bill may encounter severe criticism from friends 
of the * pee-pul.” 
Of course, the equality the Doughton bill aims at 
couic' be met by excluding all states from community 
p rop elty provisions. 
But it is* generally admitted 
that th is would require a constitutional amendment, 
and th a t a corust it ut ion a I amendment of this sort 
would never be approved by the requisite 36 states.

The national postwar crime wave that was fore­ 
seen by many persons is here. 
From every .section 
of the nation come reports of outbreaks of violence 
which have never been equalled on a national scale. 
The police forces are battling valiantly against this 
*"t»ult against the lives and property of the people, 
snd they are hanging up an enviable record in appre­ 
hending the evil-doers. 
Murderers and bandits are 
being rounded up and sentenced to penitentiaries or 
the electric chair with precision. 
Few perpetrators of major crimes are going un­ 
punished. 
Police are better equipped than ever to 
disrupt their best-laid plans for escape. 
The rapidity 
with which the law closes in on criminals today can­ 
not help but impress the culprits that are apprehended. 
But apparently police efficiency and the alacrity 
with which courts mete out justice is not having the 
effect that might be expected in discouraging crime. 
hor every criminal that is removed from circulation, 
two are spawned, it seems, to take his place. 
This is 
the discouraging aspect of the present situation. 
If 
the inevitability of justice and punishment is ineffec­ 
tive as a deterrent to crime, what can deter those 
to whom the thought of straying from the straight 
end narrow becomes attractive? 
Not only is the present crime wave of greater 
proportions and more widespread than any in history, 
but the crimes that are being committed are more 
atrocious and the criminals more vicious than was 
the pattern in the past.

Above and out of sight, 
because of tile dangling part of tile 
soft palate I uvula J, are the ade­ 
noids, and below, near the base of 
the tongue, lay the lingual tonsils. 


Whenever the throat Is Invaded 
by bacteria, tile infection is kept 
from spreading elsewhere by this 
lympoid m aterial. 
In other words, 
the tonsils and adenoids act as the 
first line of defense and, in the pres­ 
ence of a cold, become puffy and in­ 
flamed. 
This

noticeable In youngsters and is so 
great at times th at the air passage­ 
ways are almost blocked 
As tile 
bout subsides, the swelling decreases 
but with repeated attacks, perm an­ 
ent enlargement may ensue. 
In 
shrinking, organisms and bits of in­ 
fected debris may be retained in the 
folds and continue to smolder for 
mon His or years thereafter. 
Apparently the protective organs 
are more im portant to children than 
adults. W hen the structures have 
weathered various storms in their 
early days, and emerge unscathed, 
they become smaller and hardly dis­ 
cernible. Now and then, on examin­ 
ing the m outh of a young man or 
woman, the doctor asks when the 
tonsils were taken out and is em bar­ 
rassed to learn th at the procedure 
had never been done. 
But when the tonsils and ade­ 
noids have done their job only too 
well and. in consequence, have be­ 
come enlarged, removal is in order. 
Mere size, however, does not neces­ 
sarily cal! for operation. But if they 
have grown 
to 
the 
extent th at 
breathing and swallowing are un­ 
paired, then it is better to have 
them extirpated. 
In these circum­ 
stances. the tonsils may meet in the 
midline of the throat, while the a d e ­ 
noids sometimes obstruct the ba-k 
of

nose, 
leading to mouth 
breathing. 
As a result, these indi­ 
viduals snore, sleep restlessly, and 
may gag when swallowing. 


When the structures are left in­ 
fected, the victim may have fre­ 
quent colds, persistent sore throat, 
sinus trouble, repeated attacks of 
tonslUtis, or quinsy. Others have 
enlarged glands in the neck win Ii 
remain as telltale evidence of a dis­ 
ease condition of the pharnyx. Oc­ 
casionally the only cause for m al­ 
nutrition, underweight, fatigue, loss 
of appetite, anemia, or aching joints 
and muscles can be traced to bad 
tonsils. 
Examination usually reveals the 
true situation but with borderline 
cases, it is not so simple and sev­ 
eral physicians may not agree. 
In 
many instances the prooi of the 
pudding is in the eating and the 
surgical procedure must be per­ 
formed 
in 
order 
to 
detemrine 
whether relief will follow.

Russians Do Not Want Agreement 


Phone Strike As Seen Through 


Recent Report On Stockholders

WASHINGTON. Mac 2 — Ever 
since the telephone strike started 
there have been references in the 
newspapers to the “national union” 
and to the “company." But who is 
the telephone company? 
Is it one 
m an or one group or several? 
And 
who is fighting whom? 
There are about 340.000 employees 
on strike, but there are 685.660 stock­ 
holders. 
Thus. the number of per- 
so n s involved on the ownership side 
exceeds those on the union side. 
More than one-halt of the stock­ 
holders are women, w hile 62 per cent 
of tile employes, including non-strik­ 
ers, are women. 
The average number of shares held 
by each stockholder us about 30 and 
no stockholder holds as much as 
one-half of one per cent of the total 
stock outstanding. The holders of 
from one to five shares number 
207.400. while 655,900 stockholders, or 
94 per cent of the total, hold less 
than IOO shares each. 
The holders of IOO shares or more, 
including insurance companies, col­ 
leges, hospitals, and other institu­ 
tions, total 39,800 and hold a total 
ut 47 lier cent of the stock 
In the Bell System itself, about 
50,000 employes own stock in the 
company. 
F*ive stales have more 
than 50,000 stockholders each. 26 
states have more than 5.000 stock­ 
holders and no state has fewer than 
500 stockholders. 
These facts are to be derived from 
a reading of the 1946 annual report 
of the American Telephone A Tele­ 
graph Company issued on February 
17th of tins year.

“ I am a girl of 13. who has 
everything a girl want.->. including a 
;.iaby grand piano, victroUi and radio 
et combined in one. etc. But still 
I am not happy. M y mother is 34 
vears old, and to me is very old 
ia.«hioned. I have a boy friend, 14, 
who ha." parlies quite often and in ­ 
vites me to them, but I am not 
allowed to go to any parties or to 
the movies. Do you think I am too 
young to go out with this 14-year- 
old boy or to any parties. 
Boiled down to their essence, such 
complaints

mothers want them to be content 
with le.ss. 
In m any situations, there is no 
doubt that the teen-ager is right 
and should have more freedom than 
•she Ls allowed. In her anxiety to

bility of harm , her mother over-pro- 
tects her, 
and 
in .so doing cir­ 
cumscribes

daughter’s 
life 
to an unnecessary and unwi.se de- 
gretv 
In other situation.s, it ls the moth­ 
er who has tlie better of the argu­ 
ment. with the teen-ager demand­ 
ing independence to an extent for 
which, at her age, she is not yet 
ready, a.s. perhai>s, in the case of 
the 13-year-old girl. 
Need it a ctua lly be so ha rd fo r 
mo ther a nd da ug hter to rea ch a 
co mpro mLse? And ho w can it be 
bro ug ht a bo ut? 
W ell, in the first place, it m ight 
be a good idea for the teen-ager to 
contemplate the pos.sibility that, if 
her mother fails to understand her

M other has her 
hands full running a household, no 
doubt about it, and its a great time- 
t^aver to just lay down the law and 
let things go at that. B u t if she 
would only remember that her w ill­ 
ingness to realize the importance

Nobody can be entirely right all 
the time, neither the teen-ager nor 
her mother.

Jones said th e bill

from its original form in 
which a definite am ount

passed by th e House, the bill now 
provides for $150 m illion for 1947 
and 1948, and also th a t approved 
applications for construction funds 
shall constitute a contractual obli­ 
gation of th e federal governm ent to 
the extent of one-third of th e ap ­ 
proved cast of construction.

tions for federal funds. Ray learned,
